The association also adopted 
resldtions protesting against unneces- 
say stimulation of the sugar and to- 
bacco industries of the Phlllpines Isl- 
ands by means of a further tariff re- 
ductions, thus as the resolution stated, 
encouraging the peocle of those Islands 
where labor is but a few cents a day 
o produce those things which this 
country can produce, rather than such 
commodities as we are unable to pro- 
duce. 


The action of the association is not 


unanimous, the vote on passage of res- 
lutlons standing 3 to 2, although Hen- 
ry T. Oxnard, president of the asso- 
iation, said he had enough proxiei 
with him to make the vote 12 to 3.

A few days later while Mr. Webber 


was standing at the "fill" and In sight 
of the old house, there approached an 
aged man who has lived many years 
in Decatur and to him Mr. Webber put 
this question, "Mr. X., do you remem- 
ber who lived in that little old house 
about forty years ago?" 


The reply was to this effect, "It was 


about forty years ago, as near as I 
can remember, that a fellow who was 
known to his countrymen 
as 'Black 


Joe' lived there. He was an Austrian 
and was called 'Black Joe' because he 
was daik Skinned and had such a 
heavy growth of black hair and a 
heavy black beard."

catur only two or three days when the 
thing hapepned. I knew why the other 
fellow* did not want to say anything 
abrut what we saw. They explained 
wh it I did not know, that the house 
had a bad reputation and they did not 
want any ona to know that they had 
been In that neighborhood. It wa« 
agreed that nothing should be said 
about It. The day that I mentioned it 
to A. G. Webber was the first time 
that I ever Bald a word to any man. 
All of the boys who were with me 
that night have been dead these manj* 
years, but so far as I know not one of 
them ever said anything about the aw- 
ful sight that we saw that night.

know that It made a lasting Impression. 
upon my mind. I was not yet 15 years 
old and for weeks after that I could 
not close my eyes at night without 
seeing that bloody form for a time. 
While those companions of mine were 
still living it was often a subject of 
comment among ourselves that we 
heard nothing about the fight which we 
supposed had occurred among the peo- 
ple living there, or among those who 
had perhaps visited the place. The Idea 
thut no explanation ot our presence 
there would be satisfactory was the 
res son why we kept still about It."

In Chicago recently, investigating the 
coal famine, one of his assistants fur- 
nished an opinion to the county clerk 
of Peorra county, in which It was held 
that the primary election law of 1801, 
the last one passed, repealed the law 
of 1898 on the same subject, which 
hau been adopted ay severtl counties 
in the state. 


When Attorney 
General 
Hamlln 
came home .ami inquired into the sub- 
ject he differed from his assistant and 
he sent requests to Peorla anu Mc- 
Lenn counties to which places the 
opinion of his assistant had been sent, 
requesting that the opinion be 
re- 


turned to the office. 
He is now con- 
ducting a further inquiry into 
the 


subject before sending out a revised 
opinion. 


Attorney General Harnlln 
states, 
however, that he has instructed the 
chairman of the republican 
county 


committee of McLean county that the 
committee may proceed under the law 
of 1899, to call a judicial primary elec- 
tion, and he says there can be 
no 


doubt as to the legality of a call is- 
sued under thfs law.

tigators reach the city they will have 
sufficient additional information to lay 
before him to induce him to seek a 
remedy for the existing evil through 
this channel.

State Board of Health. 


Unlike the boards of health In near!, 


all states of tho Union, the state board 
of health of Illinois Is a health or 
ganlzation, and a medical examining 
and licensing body also. One of Its 
most Important dujlies Is to ascertain 
and certify to the qualification of prac 
ticing physicians and surgeons and ti 
detect quacks. 
In forty states and 


territories this duty devolves upon 
separate board of medical examiners 


As a health organization the board 


under the provisions of an act, now 
o\er a quarter of a century old, is 
charged with tjie general supervision 
of the health and lives of the people 
of the state, and is given authority in 
all matters pertaining to quaiintine 
nnd sanllary Investigations, and, in ac 
cordanee with an amended law, enact- 
ed In I'jOO, has jurisdiction over all 
lodging houses, boarding houses, tav- 
erns, inns and hotels in cities of 100,- 
000 Inhabitants and more. As a medi- 
cal examining board and 
licensing 


body, organized under the act of 1890, 
it becomes tht duty of the bonrd to 
determine the standing of medical col 
legos throughout the world, to examine 
all persons desiring to practice In this 
state, and to issue certificates to those 
found proficient, to Investigate com 
plaints of Illegal practice, and to insti 
tute suits asulust persons violating 
any of the provisions of the medical 
law. 


Within recent years the jurisdiction, 


duties nnd responsibilities of thesiate 
board of health have been vastly in- 
creased. Conditions havo arisen which 
in my Judgment, require some new leg- 
islation In order that the boaid may 
maintain tho high v.ardard of useful- 
ness which the present board has en- 
deavored to establish. The state board 
of health act of 1877 contains defects 
which tends frequently to handicap the 
board in its cflorts to protect the pub- 
lic health. These ought to be rem- 
edied. 


I trust that the general assembly will 


make such appropriations as will ena- 
ble tho state board of health to per- 
form Its various duties In an effective 
manner, and that such legislation will 
be enacted as will promote the general 
obpects for which this board was ere 
ated, and for which It has been main- 
tained. 


State Board ot Pharmacy.

The Pure Food CommlMlqn. 


Since the lives and health of the 


people are dependent primarily on a 
pure and wholsome food supply, the 
food interest is necessarily of high 
Importance.

ated for the purpose of Insuring a 
pure and wholesome food product The 
records of the department show that 
in the past two years two thousand 
food samples have been'analyzed. Of I

Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


The work of the bureau of labor sta- 


tistics has materially increased during 
the last decade. Under the law this 
bureau is required to collect data for 
the publication of three separate and 
distinct report.", towit: The annual re- 
port of the coal industry of the state; 
weekly and annual reports of the free 
employment offices, nnd a biennial re- 
port dealing with general industrial 
questions. The report of the coal in- 
dustry for the past year shows a to- 
tal product of 30,000,000 tons. This Is 
nn Increase of 3,500,000 tons Over the 
product of the previous year, and ap- 
proximately ,"),000,000 tons in excess 
of the output for 1900. 
In the 015 


mines of thu state, 46,000 men wero 
employed, nn increase of 7,000 over the 
number eniploj ed in 1000. The mining 
industry is umoug tlie most important 
in the state—Illinois now ranking sec- 
ond among the slates of the union In 
the matter of coal production—and It 
Is important that any legislation en- 
acted on the subject of mining be 
carefully considered. 
I am advised 


that experience has developed some 
slight defects and omission in the min- 
ing law as revised by the Forty-first 
general assembly, and I respectfully 
recommend that these be corrected. 


Since the establishment of the free 


employment, offices—three in Chicago 
in August, 1809, and one in Peoria in 
July, 1001—307,000 men aid women 
in our state have secured employment 
through thesi' agencies. This is u grat- 
ifying record and proves tho wisdom 
of the gencrnl assembly in establishing 
these agencies. 
Some difficulty has 


been cxpeilcuccd in the enforcement 
of that provision of the law requiring 
private employment agents to file bond 
and tnke out a license. Two cases in- 
volving this question havo been con- 
sidered by the supreme court. I am ad- 
vised by the bureau of labdr that the 
"ee of $200 per annum required from 
private employment agencies is ex- 
cessive nnd works 
a 
hardship on 


many persons legitimately engfiged in 
:hat line of business, 
I recommend 


,hat tho law be amended so as to pro- 
vide for a more reasonable license fee 
and to require nil private employment 
agencies to keep a record showing the 
number of applications received and 
:he disposition made of the same; to 
•egulate the amount charged for regis- 
tration; to prohibit any of such 
cies from sending female help to places 
3f questionable reputation, and to pro- 
•ide that the records of such agencies 
hall be open at all reasonable times 
o the inspection of the commissioners 
f labor or their representatives. 


Convict Labor Question. 


One of the most important subjects 


which I have to bring to yotir attention 
s that ef the employment of the con- 
lets in the penitentiaries. The com- 
etition of convict labor with free la- 
or should not exist. I am In favor of 
Itogether abolishing such 
competl- 


lon, and I have reason to hope for a 
atisfactory solution before the ad- 
ournment of the present general as- 
embly. 
Early in my administration 


as governor tLe convict labor question 
was taken up for systematic consider- 
ation, with a view to reaching a set- 
tlement of it which should be conclu- 
sive, and at the same time satisfactory 
to all interests Involved. There were 
held a number of conferences, partici- 
pated in by representatives of labor, 
manufacturers, aud the wardens and 
commissioners of the 
penitentiaries. 


The object of these conferences, the 


taken against the employer, but the 
child under 14 Is turned over to the 
officers of tha compulsory department 
of the board of education of Chicago 
nnd returned to school. Whenever an 
Inspector finds a child who is palpably 
under the age of 14 years, the affida- 
vit is taken up for investigation. If 
it proves false and if It be shown that 
the age Is less than 14 years, the child 
Is placed back in school, the parent 
is censured nnd the employer is given 
a proper warning. An important ad- 
vance has been made by the depart- 
ment In the inspection of sweat-shops. 
The department bus recently assumed 
the exercise of police power, and now 
the inspectors, in making an inspection 
of a garment shop, Issue such orders 
as the public iiealih may demand. All 
the establishments in Illinois cannot be 
inspected in the short period of one 
year with the pmall corps of Inspec- 
tors now provided by law. 
In my 


opinion tho legislature ought to provide 
for a reasonable increase In the num- 
ber of inspcctois. In my opinion fif- 
ty Inspectors would not be too many. I

speed often exceeding sixty miles per 
hour. The only essential difference Is 
that of the motive power. The tracks

:he world. As an agency for ndvertiS' 
Ing the resources of our state Its serv- 
ice to tho Uiiople has beeu most valua- 
ble. At the lair held In 3902, the ex- 
hibitors, or officially authorized dele- 
gates, represented not less than thirty 
states of tho Union; and all returned 
to their respective homes with words 
of praise. 
J-'rom year to year there 


has been a progressive Improvement 
of the grounds and of the buildings. 
Yet such has been the growth of the 
fair 
that 
the improvements have 


scarcely kept pace with the require- 
ments for exhibitors' space, and for 
the perfect accommodation of thu vast 
crowds annually In attendance. 
The 


fair brings together from 125,000 to 
175,000 people annually — a circum- 
stance which constitutes a most satis- 
factory indorsement. 


State Finance) and Taxai. 


The subject of stute finances Is one 


which it would afford me pleasure to 
discuss at considerable length, so grati- 
fying is the present financial condition 
of the state, aud so astounding is the 
contrast between conditions now nnd 
those which prevailed a few years ago. 
All debts which were left as a legacy 
from the Altgeld administration have 
been paid, nnd on tlie 1st of this 
mouth, ^anuary, 1903, there was in the 
treasury a working balance of $2,875,- 
476.03. 


With the growth of tho state and 


its expanding needs, there has buen a 
gradual Increase In the appropriations 
made by the legislature, the increase 
from session to session averaging more 
than $1,000,000 for the ten years prior 
to 1001. The increase of the totul ap- 
propriations made by the legislature in 
1901 over those made In 1890 fell con- 
siderably below the average, being 
$763,000; and this in spite of the fact 
that extraordinarj appropriations were 
made, amounting to nearly $1,000,000. 
tt is all the more gratifying to know 
that nil this has been brought nbout 
without increase of the slate tax levy, 
which remained the same in 1002 as 
in 1001—50 cents—and has just been 


strongly recommend that tftey 
the attention at your hand* tnitt tbclr 
Importance demands.

NUTS AS A FOOD. 


Numerous And Tempting Ways in 


Which They Are Served. 


Nuts, or shell fruits, as they are oft* 


en called, differ greatly from the suc- 
:ulent fiults both in appearance and 
nutritive value. 
The nuts, in general 


contain no starch, and very little wa- 
ter, but contain quantities of nutri- 
ment In a highly concentrated form, 
and are chiefly composed of the oils 
ana proteids. On the other hand, the 
succulent fruits contain a large per- 
centage of water, very little protein, 
valuable salts, almost no fats 
and 


varying quantities of starch and su- 
gar. 
One marked feature of nuts in 


general is the large pioportion of oily 
matter contained in them. This fat is 
similar in character to cream. 
The 


profusion of this fat combined with 
the nitrogenous elements in the nuis 
give them a food value ranking very 
high 
and 
Borne 
physiologists assert 


that they contain more elements of 
nourishment 
than 
meat and butter 


combined. 
Although the edible nuts 


have long been known and a natural 
liking for them is almost universal, 
they have not been considered in the 
light of a necessary food for man, but 
rather as one of the agreeable acces- 
sories with which 
to round out a 


bounteous meal. In this way they have 
been made to serve the same purpose 
in our dietary as cheese on the dinner 
menu—to act simply aa a digest. While 
nuts should be eaten in certain moder- 
ation at meal time and not served be- 
tween times, to. overtax the digestive 
powers—they should be made to serve 
a very different purpose than inciting 
the digestive functions to unnecessary.

Nut Loaf. 


Take 
a pint of fine bread crumbs 


from the center of the loaf, cover with 
:old water and soak for ten minutes; 
then put them in a piece of cheese 
cloth and gently squeeze out all the 
water. Add the crumbs to a cup of 
ground nut meats (peanuts, hickory 
or English walnuts), season with salt, 
paprica and mixed sweet herbs to suit 
the taste. 
Moisten with egg slightly 


beaten. Put the mixture into an oblong 
bread tin to shape, then turn out onto 
a. buttered paper placed in the bottom 
of a baking pan and place in a moder- 
ately hot oven. Bake one hour, bast- 
ing frequently with melted butter and 
hot water. Or the loaf may be covered 
with buttered paper until nearly done 
the paper then removed and the loaf 
allowed to brown quickly. 
Serve with 


a tomato, oyster or brown sauce. 


Peanut Soup. 


Take a pint of fresh roasted peanuts; 


shell and remove the inner brown skin 
Grind or roil the nuts to a fine powder 
Use either stock or milk and water 
for the licnjid part of the soup. If milk 
and water, take a pint of each and 
thicken -with a paste made of a smal 
lajlespoonful of flour and a large ta- 
blespoonful of butter rubbed together 
Season to taste with salt and white 
pepper. Pour the hot milk over the 
powdered peanuts and let the soup 
boll gently for twenty-five minutes. If 
made with stock, «jerve a slice of lem- 
on in each dish. 


Almond Sandwiches. 


Chop or grind some blanched al- 


monds very fine and spread a layer 
between very thin slices of well but- 
tered Boston brown bread. These ma: 
be made into sweet sandwiches 
by 


spreading a layer of orange, quince or 
strawberry jelly or marmalade in th 
center of each sandwich. Large rais- 
ins seeded anJ shredded may be sub- 
stituted for the Jelly or marmalade.
